WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—The 

profoundly important contest over 


the method of valuing railroad 
property for rate-making purposes, 
which reached a high point with 
the Supreme Court decision of 
May, 1929, im the St. Louis & O'Fal- 
lon case, entered another phase to- 
day with arguments before the full 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
on the excess Income if the Rich- 
mond, Fredericksburg & Potomac 
Rallroad Co. 

This is a new tast case on the re- 
eadpture of railroad excess income 
under the transportation act. It 
involves the same basic questions 
as to valuation that marked the 
celebrated “$10,000,000,000" O'Fal- 
lon case, in which the Supreme 
Court, reversing a lower Federal 
Court, held that the Interstate 
Commerce Commission had not 
given due weight to reproduction 
cost. | 

As in the O’Fallon case, Donald 
Richberg of Chicago appeared as 
counsel for the National Confer- 
ence on Railroad Valuation, which 
holds to the Brandeis theory that 
“prudent investment” in a public 
utility and not “reproduction new” 
is the proper measure of value for 
rate-making purposes. 

Interesting Point by Richberg. 

Richberg made the interesting 
point, quoting a phrase of Prof. 
Powell in an article in the Harvard 
Law Review, ultimate issue of the 
valuation contest may be “dictated 
by the calendar rather than by the 
court.” 

This article recalled that the un- 
constitutionality of.the minimum 
wage law had resulted from a de- 
lay in the submission of the case 
to the United States Supreme Court 
to a time when Justices Sutherland 
and Butler had replaced Justices 
Clarke and Day. 

After analyzing the opinions of 
various members of the present 
Supreme Court on the valuation 
question, Richberg said: 

“Tt is clear that Justice Holmes, 
Brandeis and Stone (the minority 
in the O’Fallon case) do not ap- 
prove of the theoretical, artificial 
basis of determining value which 
is advocated by the carrier (the 
Richmond, Fredericksburg & Poto- 
mac Co.) 

“There is no opinion by any 
member of the Court which gives 
clar support to the carrier's con- 
tention. The most favorable lan- 
guage which is quoted is found in 
the opinions of Mr. Justice Butler, 
who Ras properly declined to sit 
in eases determining the value of 
railroads because he for many 
years aided in formulating the par- 
tisan contentions which the car- 
riers are now advancing. 

“Eight members of the Court are 
qualified to sit upon the issues of 
publie utility valuation. The writ- 
ten opinions of four vigorously de- 
ny the validity of the carrier argu- 
ments. 

“One Justice recently appointed 
(Justice Roberts) has never par- 
ticipated in the determination of a 
valuation case. 

“Mr. Justice McReynolds de- 
clined, in the O'Fallon case, to ac- 
cept a wide open opportunity to in- 
déree the carrier's position. Jus- 
tices Vandeventer and Sutherland 
have not written any of the lead- 
ing valuation opinions. 

“Opinions prior to the Minnesota 
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EARL JONES. 
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ing the creation of property rights, 
not as the product of individual ad- 
venture of shrewdness, and not 
even by legislative act, but by the 
judicial grant of authority to levy 
an increased and unjust tax upon 
the users of a public service op- 
erated by public agents. 
“There is no reason for believ- 
ing that the Supreme Court will 
ever sanction the carrier claims or 
create by judicial power the prop- 
erty rights and values which the 
carrier is seeking to acquire. Such 
action could only result from un- 
sound economic opinions conscien- 
tiously held dy a majority of the 
court. But those who believe that 
such opinions could arise only 
from ignorance or partisan inter- 
est are naturally unwilling to as- 
sume that the court, which has 
steadfastly declined to express 
them, has ever held them or will 
ever express them.” 

Views Expressed by Hughes. 

In stating that four of the mem- 
bers of the present court were on 


record against the carrier argu- 
ments, Richberg had in mind, of 
course, the opinions of Justices 
Holmes, Brandeis and Stone, and 
in addition the views expressed by 
Chief Justice Hughes in the Min- 
nesota rate cases and the Brook - 
lyn Borough gas case, in which he 
sat as réferee.

He wrote in the Minnesota case 
that “the ascertainment of the val- 
ve it not controlled by artificial 
rules,” and in the Brooklyn gas 
case he said that “the enforcement 
of the constitutional guarantee does 
not require the application of any 
aritficial formula.” 

Denying the contention of the 
carrier, that the Supreme Court in 
the O'Fallon case had held repro- 
Auction cest te be the deminant 
and controlling element of value, 
Richberg pointed out that what the 
Supreme Court actually held in the 
majority opinion by the conserva- 
tive Justice McReynolds, was that 
“Congress had directed that values 
shall be fixed upon a consideration 
of present costs along with all oth- 
er pertinent facts.“ 

Numerous Other citations were 
given to show that the Supreme 
Court, while contending that con- 
sidération must be given to repro- 
duction cost, has always held that 
all elements of value must be given 
such weight “as may be just and 
right in each case.”

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Dart Jones, 37-year-old former 
convict, of 3531 South Broadway, 
was arrested by Maplewood police 
yesterday afternoon.

Last night Jones identified more 
than 60 “payroll checks,” made in- 
discriminately on dairy, motor and 
steel companies, and payable to 
various aliases, as checks he had 
passed. Amounts of the checks 
ranged from $22.50 to $380, and 
Jones gave his average Output as 
four checks a week for the last 
seven months.

In his automobile at the time of 
his arrest were found two suitcases 
containing a further group of cos- 
tumes for his various character 


parts, the coveralls of employes ot 


dairy, motor and steel companies. 
In his room were found other suit- 
cases with medicinal and drug-store 
articles which Jones said were what 
he usually bought to get his checks 
cashed. He was accompanied yes- 
terday by a young woman who is 
being held. 

Jones Was released from the Jef- 
ferson City penitentiary In May, 
1929, where he had served part of 
a four-year sentence for forgery in 
1926. 

He said that he first passed 
fraudulent checks in 1934, when 
he began to gamble and needed 
money to pay his gambling debts. 
After his release from the peniten- 
tiary, Jones said, he held off pass- 
ing checks until he “got the gani- 
bling fever in houses in Miinois” 
and needed money again. 

“Looked Like Week’s Wages.” 

His usual practice was to get 
checks on downtown banks, rubber- 
stamp them with the name of a 
company which presumably might 
have a large payroll, and in his 
casual manner of dress, prese 
them at various corner stores. He 


never varied, he said, from the 


check of an amount that would 
look like a week’s wages. Only for 
a short time once did he attempt 
to redeem any of the checka, the 
generosity resulting- from a streak 
of gambling luck.

KILLING OF THO 
MOONSHINERS LA 
TO EAST SIDE GANG 


Sam Therina, One of Men 
Wounded in Machine 
Gun Attack, Knew of 
Shelton’s Warning. 


Physicians today held out small 
hope of recovery to Joe Moceri, 
one of two men wounded at dawn 
yesterday in a machine gun at- 
tack on an Illinois moonshining 
plant, in which two St. Louisans, 
one of them a notorious Cuckoo 
gangster, were murdered as they 
slept. 

The bodies of the slain bootleg- 
gers, Peter McTigue, Cuckoo gun- 
man, and William E. Boody, a 
plumber residing at 4021A Botani- 
cal avenue, were found yesterday 
at noon in a shack on the bank of 
the Mississippi River, 18 miles 
south of East St. Louis and eight 
miles north of Valmeyer, III., where 
the attackers had left them after 
pouring machine gun bullets into 
the place. 

Moceri, shot in the chest above 
the heart and dazed.from loss of 
blood, was found by a hunter an 
hour after the shooting as he wan- 
dered down a lonely road and was 
taken to St. Mary's Hospital in 
East St. Louis. 

The other wounded man, Sam 
Therina, 39364 Folsom avenue, 
twice-convicted bootlegger, made 
his way to an automobile after the 
shooting and although wounded in 
both hips managed to drive to City 
Hospital, where he reported the 
shooting. 

Still Carefully Hidden. 

So carefully had the bootleggers 
selected the site for the whisky 
plant that it took O. J. Maul, Sher- 
iff of Monroe County, and his depu- 
ties several hours te find it after 
they had arrived in its neighbor- 
hood. 

The shack in which the bodies 
were found was rudely constructed 
of flimsy lumber and tarpaper. The 
body of McTigue, who was appar- 
ently killed outright, lay on a cot, 
while that of Boody had rolled 
from a cot to the floor. The walls 
of the shack had been riddled from 
three sides by heavy machine gun 
fire. 

Nearby, in a huge barn, 45 feet 
wide and 75 feet long, the Sheriff 
found two stills, which apparently 
had been operated during the night, 
and eight circular vats, 15 feet in 
diameter and eight feet in height. 
Seven of the vats were full of corn 
mash and the contents of the 
eighth had been run off by the 
stills. 

In his account of the shooting, 
Therina told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that the attack came with- 
out warning and that so far as he 
could tell there was no resistance 
by the moonshiners. Tending to 
confirm his statement, a sub-ma- 
chine gun was found under a bed 
in the shack in which the two 
bodies lay, and a sawed-off shotgun 
in the barn near the still. They 
were apparently the property of 
the moonshiners and neither weap- 
on had been fired. 

Saplings Screen Plant.

Since the low water 
has made possible diréct connec- 
tion with the mainland however. 
the moonshiners had cut a road 
through the woods to the nearest 
highway on the Illinois side.

He expressed the opinion that they 
had escaped into the woods. Dor- 
mondy and his companions were 
bedraggled and muddy to the hips 
when they were arrested but de- 
clined to make a statement to 
Sheriff Maul. 

Last night policemen questioned 
a man who shares a room with Mo- 
ceri at the Liberty Hotel, 722 
North Twentieth street, but the 
roommate protested he could shed 
no light on Moceri's past nor could 
he tell what his present activities 
were. 


Moceri was arrested here in Sep- 
tember, 1928, for questioning in 
the murder of Alphonse Palazzolo, 
Sicilian extortionist, and at that 
time said he was a resident of De- 
troit, Mich. He has been arrested 
eight other times on various 
charges but has never been con- 
victed of a crime so far as police 
know.

Railroad Seeks to Compel Becker 
to Renew Grant.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 3. the

(GULF STREAM POWER 
~ TURNS BI TURBINES 


Prof. Claude Begins Actual 
Test of His Theory of Get- 
ting Industrial Energy. 


by the Associated Press. 

HAVANA, Oct. 3. — Prof. 
Georges Claude yesterday started 
for the first time the turbines in 
his laboratory for the production 
ot cheap industrial power from the 
waters of the guif stream. 

In a telegram to the Associated 
Press, he pronounced the results 


“satisfactory | for a first experi- 


ment.” 

At 4000 revolutions a minute the 
turbines generated 10 owatts of 
power. However, more than the 
amount of power produced had 
been used in getting the machinery 
under way. 

The turbines were started at the 
laboratory of the French scientist 
on Matanzas Bay, where he has 
been’ working on his experiment. 
He hopes to utilize the thermal 
differences. between surface and 
deep water of the gulf. The huge 


turbines turned under the impulse 


of steam created by exposing sur- 
face water to a vacuum, from the 
first the French scientist has ad- 
mitted that with his present equip- 
ment he would use more power 
than he could produce.

Roberts, head of the diamond 
squad, showed today some of tho 
workings of the smugglers. Ot 
these arrested 13 have been eon-

OF POKORNY BUILDING 


Halting Foreclosure of Struc- 


ture Leased to Furniture 
Dealers Is Sought. 


Joseph D. Halloran, an invest- 
ment broker, was appointed receiv- 
er yesterday by Circuit Judge Ho- 
gan for Pokorny & Co., Inc., owner 


of the building at 4901 Washington 
boulevard which is under lease to 
the Pokorny Galleries, Inc., furni- 
ture dealers. 

The appointment was made on 
application of Henry Bender, vice 
president and a stockholder, to 
whose petition the company en- 
tered its appearance and made no 
objection. Accgrding to the suit, 
officers of the company were in- 
duced- to execute a warranty deed 
conveying the building to R. J. 
Morgan, an agent of James G. Mc- 
Kelvey, who controlled a second 
deed of trust of $21,000 against the 
property. It is further alleged the 
conveyance was without considera- 
tion, but foreclosure under the 
deed of trust has been advertised 
for Oct. 14. 

McKelvey, the suit charges, was 
acting with representatives of Po- 
korny Galleries, the effect of which 
would cause the Pokorny company 
to lose ownership of $46,000 of 
preferred stock in the galleries. It 
appears from the petition that last 
March Marion W. Niedringhaus, 
president of the Pokorny Galleries, 
negotiated a deal by which his con- 
cern purchased all the assets of 
the Pokorny cOmpany except the 
building, with Niedringhaus assum- 
ing obligations of the Pokorny 
company. The suit asks that the 
receiver take steps to prevent fore- 
closure of the building and also 
that the conveyance to Morgan be 
set aside. 

The Pokorny Galleries is not a 
party to the receivership and none 
of its representatives was in court.

TO DISPROVE STORY 


Declares Ample Docu- 
mentary Evidence Is at 
Hand. 2 


By the Associated Press. 

GENOA, Italy.—Indignation has 
been aroused here by a recent 
statement of the Peruvian pro- 
fessor, Luis Ulloa, that the navi- 


gator was a Catalonian Corsair, 
was not born in Genoa, and ac- 
companied Danish pirates to 
America years before 1492, by way 
of Iceland, Greenland and: Lab- 
rador. 

Marquis Giuseppe Pessagno, 
Italy’s foremost expert on Co- 
lumbus and director of the archives 
of Genoa, said: 

“I have invited Prof. Ulloa here 
to examine the 100 attested docu- 
ments in the State archives regard- 
ing the Genoese citizenship of Co- 
lumbus. Prof. Ulloa says these 
documents are false, but he has 
never examined them, has never ac- 
cepted our invitation to come here 
and do 80. 

“Your own Boston § scholar, 
Henry Harrisse, whose books are 
treasured by the city of Genoa, 
made a serious research of all the 
Columbian data, affirming that 
Columbus was a Genoese. 

Documentary Evidence. 

“Leaving aside all legend and 
tradition there exist the following 
fourteenth century documents of 
notaries, known and unknown, and 
the registered documents of the 


bank of St. George: 


1— Documents, which establish 
the birth and family of Columbus 
at Genoa; genealogical tree of the 
Liguria nfamily of Columbus, and 
the assereto document. 

.“2—Presence and life of Colum- 
bus at Genoa and in Liguria. Docu- 
ments are registered in the archives 
of Genoa and of Milan.

“In the act of a notary of 1470 
Columbus states himself to be 19 
years old, which date coincides 
with the date of his birth in 1461. 

“Two documents, March 20 and 
Aug. 7, of the year 1472, record 
that Domenico and his son Chris- 
toforo, were at Savona that year. 
His father, a weaver of wool, also 
kept an inn for some time. 
Genealogical papers of Columbus’ 
grandfather are dated 1429 to 1473. 
In the city hall of Genoa, are the 
two letters written in 1502 by Co- 
lumbus himself to the Bank of St. 
George. The reply from the bank 
calls Columbus ‘citizen.’ 

“The house where Columbus was 
born is now destroyed. the house 
of Columbus, by the St. Adrea gate, 
was his childhood home, his father 
living there from 1455 to 1470. 

Begun Life as Salesman. 

“When Columbus was 23 years 
old he went to Savona, sailing not 
as a navigator but as a commercial 
traveler for the house of Spinola. 
He visited Iceland and was at 
Bristol. England, in 1477. Prof. 
Ulloa has confused the voyage 
made by Columbus in 1477 to Ice- 
land and Bristol. 

“The Greeks Cazenov and Bisi- 
pat, said to be related to Columbus 
as they bore the name of Coulomb, 
were not relatives of his, as Colum- 
bus in those days was a very com- 
mon name. 

“Above all, when Columbus

Italians Compel 80,000 
Tribesmen- to Mi rate

Trop Drive Them to Coast of Cirenaica in 
Order to Weaken Rebel Chief Who Is 
Being Besieged. 8 0

BENGAZI, Cirenaica, Africa, Oct. 
3.—One of the greatest forced mi- 
grations of people in recent centu- 
ries has just been completed with 
utmost secrecy in the hinterlands of 
Cirenaica and Tripoli, North Africa. 

Eighty thousand tribesmen with 
600,000 head of cattle, tents, provi- 
sions und household goods have 
been removed to the Mediterranean 
coast, as part of the preparation 
for the Italian campaign against 
the powerful rebel tribe of Omar 
el Muctar, in the Gebel district. 

Through the enforced migration, 
Gen. Graziana, Italian military 
chief in the area, hopes to cut off 
the rebels from food and supplies, 
munitions, récruits, animals and 
the traditional tribute of one-tenth 
of all possessions which tribes here- 
fore have been forced to pay 
them. 

In preparation for the attack on 
the stronghold of Omar el Muctar, 
colonial regiments of the Eritrea, 
Italian Red Sea colony, have been 
transported to Cirenaica, and Cire- 
naican regiments which might have 
been in sympathy with the rebel 
chieftain have been disbanded. 

The Eritrean troops have re- 


celved new-style rifles, so that if 
their ammunition falls into the 
hands of the rebels it cannot be 
used, 

On the Cirenaican -coast 80, 000 
people are encamped within sight 
of the Mediterranean, which few of 
them would have seen had not the 
soldiers forced them to migrate. As 
the rainy season approaches, ar- 
rangements have been made to 
turn the new population to. agri- 
culture. 

Omar el Muctar is strongly en- 
trenched in the difficult terrain of 
Gebel in the midst of hills and 
woods. Armored car squads, two 
of which are manned by Fascist 
militia, are penetrating through the 
desert plains of Marmarica and 
surrounding Omar el Muctar’s posi- 
tion. 

The Ministry of War and of Col- 
onies announced today that the mi- 
gration was an accomplished fact. 

The tribesmen, surrounded by co- 
lonial troops, moved on their own 
camels hundreds of miles over des- 
ert land to the coast, Wells had 
been prepared and tracts of land 
set aside for them, where their cat- 
tle can graze. They will live on the 
coast throughout the winter.

LONDON, Oct. 2.—An attack on 
British Jews and on Jewsthrough- 
out the world, was made by Vis- 
count Rothermere in a signed ar- 
ticle in the Daily Mail today, The 
article, however, advised Adolph 
Hitler, leader of the German Fas- 
cist party to eliminate anti-Semi- 
tism from his program and de- 
clared “Jew-baiting is stupid sur- 
vival of medieval prejudice.” 

Rothermere then continued: “I 
freely admit that the Jewish race 
has shown conspicuous political 
unwisdom since the war. Promi- 
nent British Jews have brought 
great unpopularity upon their com- 
munity by clamodous persistence in 
pressing for maintenance, at the 
expense of the hard-driven tax- 
payers, of the Jewish national 
home in Palestine, which no Jew 
above the charity line wants at all. 

“Those on the inside of public 
affairs ieel, furthermore, a good 
deal of resentment against the ac- 
tivities of wealthy Jewieh individ- 
vals and organizations who try by 
every means—financial, social, po- 
litical and personal—to influence 
British Government departments 
and members of Parliament for 
ends serviceable to Jewish inter- 
ests. 

‘“Tactlessness always has been 
one of the outstanding defects of 
the children of Israel. British Jews 
do not.err in this respect nearly 
as much as their kinsmen of the 
continent. Nevertheless, they would 
do well to remember that the fact 
of leadership of the bolshevist 
campaign against civilization and 
religion being almost entirely in 
the hands of men of their blood 
has done inevitable and incalcula- 
ble harm to the reputation of the 
Hebrew race in every country of 
its adoption.“

PARIS, Oct. 3.—The French Gov- 
ernment today decided to issue a 
decree intended to prevent dumpe 
ing of Soviet products, particularly 
wheat, in France. 

The action was decided on by the

ed over by Premier Tardieu. The 
decree will appear in tomorrow's 
Journal Official and will take the 
form of requiring import licenses 
for all importations from Soviet 
Russia, not only for wheat and 
other cereals, but also for meats, 
sugar, eggs, wood, flax and glue. 


Mexico Fruit Tariff Up 200 Pct. 

MEXICO CITY, Oct. 3.—In re- 
sponse to fruit growers, the Ge- 
ernment has increased the tariff 
on fresh and dried fruits by 200 
per cent. Mexican growers assert- 
ed that imported fruits constituted 
unjustifie®’ competition and pre- 
vented development of the Mexi- 
can fruit growing industry. Grapes, 
apples, pears and peaches are 
among the principal fruit imports 
from the United States, these com- 
ing mainly from California, Texas 
and other Southern states.

Succumbs at 79 — Poor Boy, 
He Always Saved Money 
and Amassed Wealth. 


Charles Stoffregen, chairman of 
the board of the Steinwender-Stof- 
fregen Coffee Co., died early today 
at his home, 3514 Hawthorne 
boulevard. Death was attributed to 
heart trouble. 


Although he was 79 years old, 
Mr. Stoffregen was active in the 
affairs of the company, and was at 
his desk yesterday although he had 
complained of his health for the 
past several weeks. 

Coming to St. Louis from his 
birthplace at Lippstadt, Germany, 
when he was 14 years. old, Mr. 
Stoffregen obtained employment at 
the old Laclede Brewery, where, as 
a clerk, he earned $25 a month, 
$20 of which he paid for board. 
In 1924, he paid a Federal income 
tax of $143,762, the largest amount 
paid by an individual in the St. 
Louis district. 

Learning to speak English by at- 
tending a night school, Mr. Stoffre- 
gen went into the grocery business 
for himself and in 1876, with his 
brother, Herman Stoffregen, who 
died 25 years ago, and the’ late 
Julius Steinwender, he established 
the Steinwender-Stoffregen Co. A 
New York branch was established 
subsequently and another house 
was located at New Orleans.

I am glad to meet with this 
assembly of representative bank- 
ers from every state and almost 
every county of our country.

fundamental assets of the nation, 
the education, intelligence, viril- 
ity, and the spiritua] strength of 
our 120,000,000 people, have been 
unimpaired. ‘The resources of 
our country in lands and mines 
are undiminished. Scientific dis- 
covery and invention have made 
further progress. The gigantic 
equipment and unparalleled or- 
ganization for production and 
distribution are in many parts 
even stronger than two years 
ago. 

Though our production and 
consumption has been slowed 
down to 85 or 90 per cent of nor- 
mal, yet by the very fact of the 
steady functioning of the major 
portion of our system do we 
have the assurance of our ability 
and the economic strength to 
overcome the decline. The prob- 
lem today is to complete the re- 
storation of order in our ranks 
and to intensify our efforts to 
prevent such interruptions for 
the future. 

And it is not a problem in 
academic economics. . It is a 
great human problem. The mar- 
gin of shrinkage brings loss of 
savings, unemployment, priva- 
tion, hardship, and fear, which 
are no part of our ideals for the 
American economic system. 


Depression World-Wide. 
This depression is world-wide. 
Its causes and its effects He only 
partly in the United States. Our 
country engaged in overspecula+ 
tion in securities which crashed 


n year ago with great losses. A 


perhaps even larger immediate 
cause of our depression has been 
the effect upon us from the col- 
lapse in prices following over- 
production of important raw 
materials, mostly in foreign 
countries. Particularly had the 
planting of rubber, coffee, wheat, 
sugar, and to a lesser extent 
cotton expanded beyond world 
consumption even in normal 
times. The production of certain 
metals, such as silver, copper, 
and zinc, had likewise been over- 
expanded. 

These major overexpansions 
have taken place largely outside 
of the United States. Their col- 
lapse bas reduced the buying 
power of many countries. The 
prosperity of Brazil and Colom- 
bia has been temporarily affect- 
ed from the situation in coffee; 
Chile, Peru, Mexico, and Austra- 
lia from the fall in silver, zinc, 
and copper. The buying power of 
India and China, dependent upon 
the price of silver, has been af- 
fected. Australia, Canada, and 
the Argentine have been affected 
by the situation in wheat; Cuba 
and Java have been depressed 
by the condition of the sugar 
industry: East India generally 
has suffered from the fall in 
rubber. These and other causes 
have -produced in some of the 
countries affected some pélitical 
unrest. These economie disturb- 
ances have echoed in slowed- 
down demand for manufactured 
goods from Europe and our- 
selves, with inevitable contribu- 
tion to unemployment. But the 
readjustments in prices, which 
were also inevitable, are far

Independent Recovery. 

Because the present depression 
is world-wide and because its 
causes were world-wide, does not 
require that we should wait upon 
the recovery of the rest of the 
world. We can make a very large 
degree of rec.very independently 
of what may happen elsewhere. 

I should like to remind you 
that we did ,recisely that thing 
in 1922. We were then experi- 
encing the results of the collapse 
of war inflation in all commodi- 
ties and in every direction. We 
had less organized co-operation 
between the business community 
and the Government to help miti- 
gate that situation. The rest of 
the world was in chaos from the 
war far more menacing both to 
economic and political stability 
than anytiir ; confronting us to- 
day. Our difficulties at that 
time were far more vere than 
they are at present. The com- 
mercial banks particularly were 
sufferers from a » me of 
frozen credits and enjoyed noth- 
ing to compare with the comfort- * 


able liquidity that prevails today. 
We then had overexpa...ion and 
large stocks in most commodi- 
ties; today with one or two. e- 
ceptions we are free from this 
deterrent. But we :ed the world 


in recovery. It was our independ-_ 


ent recuperation from that de- 
pression, and the economic . 


strength which we so liberally 


and largely furpished to other 
countries, that was the very basis 
for reconstruction of a war-de- 
moralized world. 

Subject to World Shock. 

We are able in considerable 
degree to free ourselves of world 
influences and make a large 
measure of independent recovery 
because we are so remarkably 
self-contained. Because of this, 
while our economic system is 
subject to the shock of world in- 
fluences, we should be able, in 
large measure, to readjust our- 
selves. Our national production 
is over one-third of the total of 
-the whole commercial world. We 
consume an average of about 90 
per cent of our own production 
of commodities. If, for example, 
we assume a restored normal 
home consumption and hold even 
our present reduced basis of ex- 
ports, we should be upon a 97 
per cent of normal business ba- 
sis. Even this illustration does 
not represent all of our self- 
contained strength. 

We shall need mainly to de- 
pend upon our own strong arm 
for recovery, as other nations are 
in greater dit. ey than we. We 
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assist and co-operate with them. 
Our imports of commodities in 
the main depend upon our do- 
mestic prosperity. Any forward 
movement in our recovery creates 
a demand for foreign raw mate- 
1 als and goods and thus instant- 


Pivotal 


I wish to take your time to 
discuss some of the pivotal re- 
lationships of the bankers not 
only to the immediate problem 
of recovery, but to the wider 

problem of long-view business sta- 
bility. Any discussion of the one 
involves the other. 

Before I enter upon that sub- 
pect, however, I wish to aay that 
no one can occupy the high office 
of President conceivably be 
other than completely confident 
of the future of the United States. 

, Perhaps as to no other place’ 
does the cheerful courage and 
power of a confident people reflect 
as to his office. There are a few 
folks in business and several 
folks in the political world who 
resent the notion that things will 
ever get better and who wish to 
enjoy.our temporary misery. To 
recount to these persons the 
progress of co-operation between 
the people and the. Government 
in amelioration of this situation, 
or to mention that we are suf- 
fering far less than other coun- 
tries, or that savings are piling 
up in the banks, or that our peo- 


ple are paying off installment 


ly reacts to assist other coun- 


sumed the end of those mighty 
forces which for 150 years have 
driven this land further and fur- 
ther toward that great human 
goal—the abolition of intellectual 
and economic poverty—is per- 
haps not a sympathetic approach. 
Nevertheless, I always have been, 
and I remain, an unquenchable 
believer in the resistleszs, dynam- 


We have known a thousand 
temporary setbacks, but the spirit 


of this people will never brock 


defeat. 

Our present situation is not a 
new experience. These interrup- 
tions to the orderly march of 
progress have been recurrent 
for a century. And apart from 
recovery from the present de- 
pression, the most urgent under- 
taking in our economic life is to 
devise further methods of pre- 
venting these storms. We must 
assure a higher degree of busi- 
ness stability for the future. 

The causes advanced for these 
movements are many and varied. 
There is no simple explanation/ 
This is not an occasion for anal- 
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ysis of the many theories such 
as too little gold or the inflexible 
use of it. Whatever the remote 
causes may be, a large and im- 
mediate cause of most hard 
times is inflationary booms. 
These strike some segment of 
economic life somewhere in the 
world, and their re-echoing de- 
structive results bring depression 
and hard times. These infla- 
tions in currency or credit, in 
land or securities, or overexpan- 
sion in some sort of commodity 
production beyond possible de- 
mand even in good times—may 
take place at home or abroad— 
but they all bring retribution.

Longer. 
The leaders of business, of 
economic thought, and of gov- 


ernment have for the last decade 


given earnest search into cause 
and remedy of this sort of m- 
stability. Much has already been 
accomplished to check the vio- 
lence of the storms and to miti- 
gate their distréss« As a result 
of these efforts the period of 
stable prosperity between storms 
is longer, the period of storm is 
shorter, and the relief work far 
more effective. But we need not 
go beyond our situation today to 


confirm the need for further et- 


fort, 

e economic fatalist belives 
that these crises are inevitable 
and bound to be recurrent. I 
would remind these pessimists 
that exactly the same thing was 
once said of typhoid; cholera, 
and smallpox.

We may safely assume that 
dur economic future is safe 80 
far as it is dependent upon a 
competent handling of problems 
of productivity. But One result 
is to render farther advance to- 
ward stability even more urgent, 
because with higher standards of 
living the whole system its more 
sensitive and the penalties of in- 
Stability more widespread, 

There is nO one group of 
which the public expects so much 
in assuring stability as the bank- 
ers, because in the vortex of 
these storms many wes lose 
their moorings. Nor n any 
other group contribute so much 
in constructive thought and ac- 
tion to solve the problem either 
today or in the long run, 


Three most important rela- 
tionships to these business move- 
ments lie in the banker's field. 
The first is what, for lack of 
better terms, we call psychology 
—both that contagious overop- 
timism which accelerates the in- 
Nation of the boom and those 
cepths of fear and pessimism 
which deepen and prolong the 
depression. The American bank- 
er has come te occupy a unique 
position in the strategy of sta- 
bility, for he is the economic ad- 
viser of American business. He 
is the listening post of economic 
movement. He in large measure 
makes or tempers its psychology. 

I do not suppose the banker 
has consciously sought this new 


function of general adviser, but 
such he has become. His busi- 
ness is no longer the simple 
function of discounting commer- 
cial bills and lending money on 
first mortgages. That its today 
but part of his werk. These days, 
when he establishes a line of 
credit to a business, or furnishes 
loans upon securities of a dus! 
ness, or advises investment in a 
business, he must know the ele- 
ments which make for success 
and failure of that business. And 


he must form judgment as to the | 


future trend of business in gen- 
eral. On the other side, the 
American business man, big and 
little, the farmer, and the labor 
leader are coming more and more 
to consult with the Wanker on 
problems of his business. What- 
ever the origin of his position 
may be the banker is now the 
economic . guide, philosopher, 
and friend of his customers, and 
his philosophy can dampen our 
enthusiasm and equaliy it can 
lift our courage and hope. 


Part Credit Plays. 

The second point of the bank- 
er's unique position in relation 
to business trends lies in the part 
which credit plays in the whole 
business process. Obviously dur- 
ing the inflationary period the 
use of credit for unwise expan- 
sion and speculation draws away 
the supply of credit from normal 
business. It imposes upon nor- 
mal business an interest rate 
which strangles the orderly com- 
merce of the country. Commerce 
sickens under this pressure, its 
pace slackens and contributes to 
collapse. Therefore, I wish to 
emphasize what has long been 
recognized—that is, that the flow 
of credit can accelerate and it 
can retard such movements. 
Equally a wise direction of credit 
provides a large contribution to 
recovery from depressions. 

The third reason why this is so 
much a banker's problem is that 
banking is the one great line of 
business activity that is in itself 
interconnected. Each credit in- 
stitution shares the credit burdens 
of others and all are largely co- 
ordinated through national or- 
ganization—the Federal Reserve 
system. 

The reserve system and its 
member banks and the Treasury 
participation in fact form a 
widespread co-operative organi- 
zatioa, acting in the broad in- 
terest of the whole people. To 
a large degree it can influence 
the flow of credit. Bankers 
themselves are represented at 
each stage of management. And, 
in addition, the various boards 
and advisory committees repre- 
sent also industry, agriculture, 
merchandising, and the Govern- 
ment..The reserve system there- 
fore furnishes an admirable 
center for co-operation of the 
banking business with the pro- 
duction and distribution indus- 
tries and the Government in the 
development of broad and de- 
tached policies of business sta- 
bility. 

You have gained much expe- 
rience from the two great crises 
of recent years. I trust you will 
seriously and systematically con- 
sider what further effective 
measures can be taken either in 
the business world or in co- 
operation with the Government 
in development of such policies, 
both, for the present depression 
and for the future. I know of no 
greater public service. It is a 
service to every business man, 
to every farmer, to every worker, 
whether at the desk or bedch. 1 
am not assuming you can do it 
all, or that all disturbance, 
domestic or foreign, can te 


‘ wholly prevented or cured. 


Government Co-operation. 

The Government should co- 
operate. It plays a large part in 
the credit structure of the coun- 
try. Its fiscal system has most 
important bearings. For in- 
stance, I believe an inquiry 
might develop that our system of 
taxes upon capital gains directly 
encourages inflation by stran- 
gling the free movement of land 
and securities. 

The regulatory functions of 
the Federal and State Govern- 
ments also have a bearing. on 
this subject through their effect

ly the railwars have been handi- 
capped by some provisions of the 
Transportation Act of 19829. 
With wider public vision the 
railways could be strengthened 
into a greater balance wheel of 
Stability. We have need to con- 
Sider all of our economic legis- 
lation, whether banking, utilities, 
or agricalture, or anything else, 
from the point of view of its er 
fect upon business stability. 

I have never believed that our 
form of government could satis- 
factorily solve econdmic prob- 
lems by direct action—conl 
successfully conduct business in- 
stitutions. The Government can 
and must cure abuses. What 
the Government can do best is to

he said, “the soundest and most 
available method of relief to un- 
employment is expansion of public 
works and construction in the utili- 
ties, railways and heavy industries. 
The volume of possible expansion of 
construction in these private indus- 
tries is about four or five times that 
in public works. 

“During the present depression 
these industries have done their 
full part, but especially the rail- 
ways have been handicapped by 
some provisions of the transporta- 
tion act of 1920. 

“With wider public vision, the

“We know that one of the pre- 
requisites of ending a depression ts 
an ample supply of credit at low 
rates of interest. This supply and 
these rates are now available 
‘through the co-operation of the 
banks and the Federal Reserve 
system. 

“The income of a large part of 
our people is not reduced by the 
depression but it is affected by un- 
necessary fears and pessimism, the 
result of which is to slacken the 
consumption of goods and discour- 
age enterprise. Here the atmos- 
phere of your offices will affect 
the mental attitude and, if you 
please, courage, of the individuals 
who will depend upon you for both 
counsel and money.” 

Mr. Hoover praised the Federal 
Reserve system as furnishing “an 
admirable center for co-operation 
of the banking business with the 
production and distribution of in- 
dustries and the Government in the 
development of broad and detached 
policies of business stability.”

He called upon the bankers to 
consider “what further effective 
measures can be taken either in 
the business world or in co-opera- 
tion with the Government in de- 
velopment or such policies, both 
for the present depression and for 
the future.”

USE THE CHICKEN BONES 
FOR SOUP FOR NEXT DAY 


After Carving a Baked or Roast 
Chicken, the Skeleton 
Remains Intact. 

When purchasing chickens plan 
three pounds at least for four peo- 
ple, as there is a large percentage 
of bone. 

These bones will make excellent 
soup for anothr meal. Cover them 
with cold water, add an onion, a 
sprig or two of parsley, a table- 
spoon of salt, a diced carrot or a 
handful of celery leaves. Cover 
and boil slowly for about two 
hours. Strain and season. 

For variety, return the soup to 
the saucepan, add a cupful of yel- 
low squash cut in small even 
shaped dice. Boil gently for 15 
minutes and serve with a garnish 
of minced parsley. 

Fried chicken is popular when- 
ever it is served, but it is not al- 


ways very filling, so it is well to 
plan rather hearty vegetables and 
dessert with it. 

Candied sweet potatoes seem to 
fit in with the flavor of chicken 
particularly well and so does the 
flavor of corn.

Lettuce leaves rolled up length- 
wise—several at a time—and snip- 
ped across in slices as wide as de- 
sired ean be shredded ina few 
seconds time. 

Parsley or mint leaves should be 
rolled up in a tight ball and then 
snipped in tiny pieces. It is much 
quicker than using a chopping bowl 
and knife, and better as there is 
no bowl to wash afterwards while 
the scissor blades need just wiping 
off with a dry cloth to prevent rust. 
There are so many uses for scis- 
sors in the kitchen, that once the 
cook gets used to a pair, she will 
wonder how she ever got on with- 
out them.

PICKLING TIME HAS 
COME ROUND AGAIN 


Many Family Cooks Have 
Great Success in Making 
Homemade Condiments. 


Cucumber pickles are favorites 
with most persons, particnularly 
when they are home-made. Here 
are excellent directions for making 
several kinds of cucumber pickles. 

Sweet Sour Pickles. 

Take four dozen small cucum- 
bers, one cup salt, six quarts water, 
one quart vinegar, three-fourths 
cup brown sugar, two cups cold 
water and a package whole mixed 
spices. 

Make a brine of one cup salt and 
six quarts water. Add cucumbers 
and soak for one hour. Make a 
syrup by boiling together for 
twenty minutes brown sugar, vine - 
gar, cold water and the spices tied 
in a bag. Set aside to cool. Re- 
move the cucumbers from the 
brine, wash in cold water and pack 
in sterilized jars. Pour in cold 
syrup to fill ars and seal. 

Dill Pickles. 

One hundred medium sized cu- 
cumbers, ten quarts water, two 
cups dry salt, some cherry leaves, 
red pepper, one-half cup salt, four 
quarts water, one quart vinegar and 
dill, 

Boil together ten quarts water, 
one vinegar, two cups salt for ten 
minutes and let stand till cold. 
Make a brine of one-half cup salt 
and four quarts of water, in this 
soak cucumbers for one hour, then 
drain cucumbers and pack tight in 
layers in jars or crocks between 
cherry leaves and dill. Add a small 
piece of red pepper to each jar. 
Cover cucumbers with boiled brine 
and seal them. 

Cucumber Pickles. 

Six large ripe cucumbers, one 
gallon water, one-fourth cup salt, 
one quart white vinegar, three cups 
water, one and one-half cups su- 
gar, two packages seeded raisins, 
twenty-four whole cloves, six sticks 
cinnamon and three small onions. 

Remove thin paring from cu- 
cumbers and also remove seeds. 
Soak for ane hour in a brine made 
with salt and water. At the end 
of the hour bring to the boiling 
point and let boil for ten minutes; 
drain. Bring other ingredients 
slowly to boiling point, having the 
seasonings tied together in a lit- 
tle bag. Add the drained cucum- 
bers and boil for 45 minutes or 
until soft. Pack in sterilized jars, 


cover with boiling syrup and seal 
at once.

Liver is a popular and whole- 
some food, but it is often spoiled in 
the cooking. 

When fried it must be cooked 
quickly. The best way is to scald 
it with boiling water, drain thor- 
oughly and roll in flour seasoned 
with salt and pepper. 

Fry bacon in a thick frying pan,

HOW TO MAKE USE OF 


New and Different Foods Make 
the Family Meals More 
Interesting. 


In every household there are 
some foods that are better liked 
than others, and it is often hard 
to avoid serving these toe often. 
dS go alohg day by day, 

suddenly awaken to the fact 
0 t something is wrong, that 
something must be done to relieve 
the monotony of preparing the 
same old foods. This is the time 
for them to resolve to use either 
entirely different foods than those 
they have been serving, or to seek 
new ways of using the old ones, 
even if it ig something, or some 
method, never tried before. 

If, by any chance, a family is 
set against anything new in the 
food line, the home cook. will have 
to be ingenious enough to disguise 
the new food by serving it in one 
of the accustomed ways. Some- 
times this works, and then again 
it doesn’t—it depends on the 
family. 

Calves’ Brains. 

When looking for a new meat, 
perhaps galves’ brains will supply 
the need. They are delicate in 
flavor as sweetbrea@s and much 
less expensive. Many people have a 
prejudice against them because of 
the name, but if they are cooked 
as sweetbreads they will be usually 
eaten and relished. Creamed with 
mushrooms, scrambled with eggs, 
fried or made into patties, they are 
especially good. 

For those who like calves brains, 
there is no method of cooking bet- 
ter than “au beurre noir,” or fried 
in browned butter and seasoned 
with vinegar. Brains are general- 
ly sold by the box or by the pair. 
Soak them in cold water with one 
tablespoon salt for half an hour. 
drain, cover with bolling water and 
add one teaspoon vinegar. Boil 
gently for 20 minutes, drain, cool 
and remove the thin skin that cov- 
ers thém, and any bits of mem- 
brane. Brains should be so pre- 
pared no matter how they are to 
be served. The cost varies de- 
pending on locality and popularity. 
They are a wholesome food and 
one that is good to add to the 
meat list. 

Calves’ Tongues. 

Calves’ tongues are another lit- 
tle used meat—that is less used 
than other parts of the animal. 
They are excellent for a small fam- 
ily where a large beef tongue is 
not practical. Thev may be cooked 
in any way that the large ones are,

Stuffed Eggs in Aspic Give a 
Professional Air to a 
Simple Meal.

“but until I went to the zoo 
I had never handled anything larg- 
er than a dog. My mother thought 
nature offered the richest field of 
education, and I'm glad now that 
she did. I do, too. 

“I'm glad I’m no longer a book- 
keeper. It’s a cut-and-dried pro- 
fession. But zoological direction 
affords a growing and varied inter- 
est. Animals constantly are being 
added or replaced and each one 
has an individual personality. 

No, I never go into the enclos- 
ures of the big animals, except the 
elephants, nor do I allow my men 
to do so. I don’t believe in tak- 
ing unnecessary chances. Besides, 
we try to keep our animals as wild 
as possible and you can’t do that 
if you are constantly bothering 
them. I have to handle the rat- 
tlesnakes sometimes, but I have no 
particular feeling about them. 

“We let nature take its course. 
Only one animal, a little camel 
whose mother broke her neck, has 
been raised by artificial means. 
The big grottoes enable the animals 
to have much more room than the 
conventional cage, but there is no 
more chance for an escape. 

“A lion or a tiger must take a 
long run to make a big jump and 


they cannot climb up smooth walls. 
Our grottoes are surrounded by 
dry moats, shelved so there is no 
room to turn before reaching their 
brink.“ ,

Be receptive, let them make love to 
“you, Never grab or make a quick 
motion. Hold your hand out, talk 
in a low even tone, gain the ani- 
mal's confidence. He will do the 
rest. But never cringe. An ani- 
mal can detect and scorn fear 
immediately. All the bravado in 
the world won't fool him. 

“In training an animal, always 
be the master, It's not necessary 
to use force. But be patient and 


never let an animal refuse to per- 


form even a minor trick. If you 
do, your influence over him is gone 
forever.“ 

“How about the bad animals?“ 
she was asked. ; 

There's no such thing as bad 
animals—at least they are few and 
far between, Mrs. Benchley re- 
plied, “and the few unruly ones 
are made s0 usually by improper 
treatment. Bad boys are just mis- 
understood boys and it’s the same 
way with animals. As I said be- 
fore, they are a lot like children. 
That's why a woman should do well 
with them.”
